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Network to help traders alert each other about offences 

CRIME-FIGHTING 
RADIO FOR SHOPS

A NEW radio network is being 
set up for Halesowen busi¬ 
nesses to report crime quick¬ 
ly- 

The initiate is being rolled out as 
part of a clampdown on crime which 
has seen businesses targeted. 

Traders are encouraged to buy radios and 
use the network so they can tell each other if 
thieves are active. 

Business leaders have welcomed the move, 
vowing it ‘is one of many steps’ they are taking 
to tackle crime. 

Halesowen is currently seeing a crime wave, 
including burglaries and car thefts in local 
neighbourhoods. 

Halesowen Business Improvement District 
(BID), which is behind the move, believes the 
measure will allow businesses to alert each 
other quickly about crimes taking place, such 
as if a thief has stolen items from a shop. 

A spokesman said: “The Halesowen BID 
has acquired, in partnership with the Corn- 
bow Shopping Centre, a live radio frequency 
of which traders in Halesowen are able to pur¬ 
chase a radio and communicate with each other 
in order to tackle crime. 

Police 

“The BID has had reports of a number of 
thefts in the area and is working hard to find 
solutions in handling these issues. 

“The BID is still in conversation with West 
Midlands Police and will continue to discuss op¬ 
tions for tackling the issues raised by traders. 

“Information on how traders will be able to 
make use of the frequency will be distributed in 
the coming weeks.” 

Eve O’Connor, centre manager of the Corn- 
bow Shopping Centre, said: “Working in part¬ 
nership with the BID, our aim is to increase 
security in Halesowen. 

“The radio frequency offers traders the op¬ 
portunity to share information and work to¬ 
gether in tackling the levels of crime that we’re 
facing in the town. 

“We have a strong community of businesses 
in the town and together we’re even stronger.” 

Wayne Edwards, chairman of the Halesowen 
BID, said: “An open radio frequency for the 
town is just one of the many approaches that 
we’re taking to tackle the rising levels of crime 
in the town. 

“We will continue to take vital steps to mak¬ 
ing Halesowen a safer environment for resi¬ 
dents, traders and visitors.” 


FUNDING 

Council tax rise 
for second year 

COUNCIL bosses revealed their plan to 
raise council tax by three per cent - but 
said residents will be asked if they would 
agree to a four or five per cent hike. 

Dudley Council’s cabinet is proposing a 
2.99 per cent increase, which includes a 
one per cent precept for adult social care. 

But before a decision is made residents 
will be asked to take part in a consultation, 
which will be launched next month. 

Bosses say that despite the proposed 
increase, borough residents will continue 
to pay one of the lowest rates of council 
tax in the country. 

Councillor Patrick Harley, leader of Dud¬ 
ley Council, said: “We recognise these are 
still very tough times but it’s important we 
remain focused on continuing to provide 
quality frontline services to our residents.” 

TRANSPORT 

Buses diverted as 
main road closes 

BUS services will be diverted while a 
main road in Halesowen is closed for 
two weeks. 

Nimmings Road will be shut between 
Long Lane and Clement Road from Oc¬ 
tober 30 to November 13 while an elec¬ 
tricity sub-station is replaced. 

It means that National Express buses 
129 and 231 will be diverted. 

Service 129 will be diverted via Sta¬ 
tion Road and Long Lane will not be 
served. Service 231 will be diverted via 
Long Lane and Station Road but Nim¬ 
mings Road will not be served. 

GYMNASTICS 

Kristian inducted 
into Hall of Fame 

GYMNAST Kristian Thomas has been in¬ 
ducted into the British Gymnastics Hall of 
Fame. 

It comes just days after the 28-year-old 
announced his retirement, ending a career 
that saw him win an Olympic medal and 
take multiple honours at World, European 
and Commonwealth level. 

Kristian, who trained at Earls Gymnas¬ 
tics Club, in Halesowen, from the age of 
five, said: “I think now is the right time, hav¬ 
ing achieved everything I’ve ever dreamt of 
in the sport.”

MORE than 400 people attended a boxing 
night in memory of a hit-and-run victim Ben¬ 
jamin Morse. 

Around £3,000 was raised with 10 ama¬ 
teur boxers taking part in the contest for the 
36-year-old Arsenal fan. 

Mr Morse, who was also known to his 
friends as Benjamin Morse the gunner, was 
struck by a Vauxhall Corsa in Beach Street, 
Halesowen, in the early hours of May 1 hav¬ 
ing just been dropped off by a taxi with a 
group of friends. A trial is currently ongoing 


into his death with Nidal Alboraiki, aged 21, 
accepting having been the driver of the Corsa 
but denying murder. 

The charity night was held last Friday at 
The Station Hotel in Dudley and saw Mr 
Morse’s close friend Si Mcevoy fight in his 
honour. A 12-week intensive training course 
was undertaken by the participants in the big 
night. 

Mr Mcevoy won the first round, with Mr 
Morse’s mother, Gay, telling him, ‘you did my 
son proud and in my eyes you were always 


the winner’. Stephanie Pugh, a family friend 
who helped to organise the special night, said: 
“Ben was dedicated to his football, Arsenal 
and his boxing and this was the least we could 
do in his memory. 

“We love him so much and keeping his 
memory alive surrounding Gay, and Ruth, 
his sister, is keeping them strong - we stay 
strong as a family with them.” 

Stephanie said proceeds will go to charity, 
adding: “I know some of the money will go 
to a bench in Halesowen in memory of Ben.”

£1 million clean-up bill 
as flv-tipping increases 


FLY-TIPPING is on the increase with 
councils spending more than £1 mil¬ 
lion clearing and disposing of waste in 
just one year. 

Dudley borough alone had 1,069 fly-tipping 
incidents in 2016/17 - up from 824 in the pre¬ 
vious 12 months. 

Figures released by the Government show there 
were 16,458 incidents of waste dumped across the 
Black Country councils, Stafford, Lichfield, Can¬ 
nock and the Wyre Forest. 

The statistics from the financial year 2016/17 are 
up from 15,623 the year before. 

Dudley Council was forced to spend £63,295 
in the past year to clear up fly-tipping - nearly 
£15,000 more than the £49,000 that was spent in 
2015/16. 

Council leader Patrick Harley said: “From a 
council point of view fly-tipping is extremely frus¬ 
trating. 

“The £63,000 we spent clearing it up in 2016/17 
could have been much better spent on frontline 
services for communities that need them. However, 
one thing I would say is most of the people who do 
this are incredibly stupid. 

Shocking 

“They pay people to take away their rubbish 
in good faith. But then the rubbish will just be 
dumped anywhere. Normally the person who’s 
paid to have their rubbish taken away will have 
left something with their name on. 

“So if we can’t take the person who actually 
dumped it to court then we will go after the person 
who paid for their rubbish to be removed. We will 
come after those people.” 

South Staffordshire MP Gavin Williamson said: 
“The idea that £1 million of public money has been 
spent clearing up environmental vandalism this 
year is absolutelyshocking. 

“It goes to show how far behind the courts are. 
They need to be levelling much higher penalties 
and fines on these people to act as a deterrent. 
Courts can level fines of up to £50,000 on people

court fly-tipping, but more often than not they only 
get fined £1,000 or £1,500 at most. 

“It’s about time the courts got serious about 
dealing with these individuals who are destroying 
our countryside, towns and villages.” 

Of the incidents last year, 209 white goods were 
dumped in Dudley, 54 tyres were ditched in Wol¬ 
verhampton and eight animal carcasses were left 
out in Walsall. 

Among the fly-tippers caught locally is Jamie 
Humpage - the first man jailed for dumping rub¬ 
bish in Walsall. 

The 28-year-old, of Booth Close in Walsall, ad¬ 
mitted eight offences of dumping rubbish in Cop¬ 
pice Lane, Brownhills, and Back Lane, Aldridge. 

He was caught on camera dumping mattresses, 
wardrobes and other rubbish.

Councillor Chris Jones, portfolio holder for clean 
and green at Walsall Council, said: “We vigorously 
pursue prosecutions when we are able to secure the 
evidence to bring it before a judge. 

“The public play an important part in helping 
us to do this. If we are alerted quickly, if evidence 
is captured and filmed it helps us build a stronger 
case.” 

And in Wolverhampton, earlier this month 
letters inside black bags dumped at Withy Road 
Industrial Estate were used to find Abid Khaliq, 
who paid a man £80 to take away his household 
rubbish. 

The 43-year-old, of Highland Road, Dudley, 
failed to check the white van man was an author¬ 
ised person to transfer waste. He received a £250 
fine. 


Anger after 
free parking 
reduced to 
just an hour 

DUDLEY council’s free parking offer 
has been branded a ‘badly thought out 
publicity stunt’ - after the time limit 
was reduced from two hours to one. 

The council brought in two hours of 
free parking in Dudley, Sedgley, Brierley 
Hill and Halesowen earlier this year. 

But at the start of the month it re¬ 
duced the time to one hour and charged 
£1.40 for the second hour. 

Halesowen North councillor Hilary 
Bills said: “I want to know if the cabinet 
member knew the results of the parking 
trial before making these changes. And 
what a slap in the face to those loyal 
shoppers who were returning to Hale¬ 
sowen to shop for two hours. 

“What we need is a table of charges 
that makes sense and not some badly 
thought out publicity stunt.” 

One shopper was angered after receiv¬ 
ing a fine for overstaying in the town. 
Helen Betts-Patel, from Greenhill Road, 
said: “I felt pretty ripped off. The park¬ 
ing went from two hours to one and all 
that changed on the notices on the rail¬ 
ings going into town was the number. ” 

Councillor Karen Shakespeare, cabi¬ 
net member for environmental services, 
said: “We’re committed to providing free 
parking across the borough long term to 
help our local town centres thrive, but 
want to ensure we do this in the best 
way.” 

Changes at top 
for hospital trust 

A hospital trust has announced the ap¬ 
pointment of a new operational medical 
director. 

Julian Hobbs has stepped into the 
senior role at the Dudley Group NHS 
Hospitals Trust, which runs Russells 
Hall Hospital. 

He was previously deputy medical 
director at the Royal Liverpool NHS 
Trust. 

Mr Hobbs also serves as deputy med¬ 
ical director for the Cheshire and Mer¬ 
seyside Medical Team at NHS England, 
where he leads on mortality. 

Meanwhile, bosses at the Dudley 
Group NHS Hospitals Trust have also 
announced the appointment of Michael 
Woods. 

Mr Woods will be taking over as the 
interim chief operating officer.

Kee Safety 
snapped up 
for £280m 

A BLACK Country firm supplying 
safety products for people working 
around the world has been bought in 
a £280 million deal. 

Kee Safety, which employs around 
480 people, has been sold by its own¬ 
ers, investment groups Dunedin and 
LDC, to Bahrain-based Investcorp. 

Established in the UK in 1934 and 
based on the Cradley Business Park, 
in Cradley Heath, the firm is consid¬ 
ered the leading global provider of 
equipment to protect people working 
at height from the risk of falling. 

Its products include fall prevention 
equipment, roof edge protection, bar¬ 
rier and guardrail systems and safe 
access solutions. Kee also has estab¬ 
lished operations in 10 countries, in¬ 
cluding the US and China. 

Chris Milburn, chairman, said: “In¬ 
ternational expansion and an active 
acquisition strategy have formed key 
tenets of our growth story over recent 
years.

Knives and alcohol 
are seized at court 

HUNDREDS of knives, tools and 
sharp implements have been confis¬ 
cated from people entering courts in 
the Black Country and Staffordshire 
in the past year. 

Security staff also seized replica 
firearms, alcoholic drinks, cameras 
and recording devices, the HM Courts 
and Tribunals Service statistics show. 

In total 83 knives were taken from 
people going through the doors of 
Dudley, Walsall, Cannock and Kidder¬ 
minster magistrates’ courts, Wolver¬ 
hampton’s courts and Stafford Crown. 

Also, handed over to staff at Staf¬ 
ford and Walsall, were two replica 
firearms. The figures show that 219 
‘sharps’ such as needles and scissors 
were confiscated. Security staff also 
made sure 368 alcoholic drinks didn’t 
enter the building along with 90 cam¬ 
eras and 49 recording devices. 

Halesowen and Rowley Regis MP 
James Morris has campaigned for 
tougher sentencing for knife-related 
crimes. He said: “I will be keeping a 
close eye on the Government’s new 
Serious Violence Strategy to be pub¬ 
lished in the new year and work to see 
a reduction of knives on our streets.” 


Murder suspect

A MURDER suspect accused of driving his 
car into a man before fleeing the scene has 
claimed he feared for his safety. 

Nidal Alboraiki told jurors Benjamin 
Morse and his friends had hurled racial abuse 
at him moments before the hit-and-run in 
Halesowen. 

The 21-year-old accepted he was driving 
but denies murdering Mr Morse, who suf¬ 
fered fatal injuries after ‘catapulting’ onto 
the windscreen of the car. 

At Wolverhampton Crown Court, he said: 
“I thought they wanted trouble - I was 
scared. I did not drive at any of these people. 
I was not driving fast and I was not driving

in a dangerous manner. I was panicking and 
I was confused.” 

Prosecutors allege the victim was deliber¬ 
ately struck by Alboraiki’s Vauxhall Corsa in 
Beach Street in the early hours of May 1. 

The unemployed defendant told the court 
he was taking three friends home when he 
spotted men surrounding his car, with one 
shouting ‘oi, wait there’. 

He recalled seeing two men in front of his 
Corsa and another two behind the vehicle, 
but believed the group wanted to speak to 
one of his passengers. The defendant, of Fox¬ 
hunt Road, Halesowen, told jurors he drove 
forward before reversing into Beach Street. 


Giving evidence at his trial this week, Alb¬ 
oraiki said: “I was driving up the street when 
the windscreen smashed. I had no recollec¬ 
tion of seeing anyone in the road or stepping 
into the road. I did not know what had hap¬ 
pened...I panicked and I drove off. I wasn’t 
driving dangerously.” 

Alboraiki, who denies murder and seeking 
to pervert the course of justice, abandoned 
the car and attempted to dispose of it after 
the crash, prosecutors allege. His 19-year-old 
brother Ahmed Alboraiki, of the same ad¬ 
dress, denies seeking to pervert the course of 
justice after allegedly disposing of his broth¬ 
er’s mobile phone. The trial continues. 


Leisure centre plan is 
revealed by council boss 


A NEW leisure centre will be 
built in the heart of Dudley and 
centres in Stourbridge and Hale¬ 
sowen revamped as part of a £22 
million investment. 

Dudley’s current leisure centre 
in Wellington Road will be knocked 
down and the site sold off to allow for 
the building of a new facility on Flood 
Street car park ‘fit for the 21st cen¬ 
tury’. 

Uncertainty over the future of leisure 
centres in Stourbridge and Halesowen has 
now vanished as the Conservative group 
that controls Dudley Council outlined a 
commitment to health facilities in its first 
draft budget since taking control in May. 

Council tax will rise by at least three per 
cent from April, while 35 jobs will be cut 
across the authority, it was announced yes¬ 
terday. Further cuts will have to be made 
to save another £5.6m by 2021, leader Pat¬ 
rick Harley said. 

Positive 

But he insisted it was the most positive 
budget set out by the council in years. 

Leisure centres had been on course to be 
cut in Dudley, as proposals were revealed 
by the previous Labour administration to 
axe either Stourbridge or Halesowen’s cen¬ 
tre. But the plan sparked uproar and was 
later scrapped. 

Councillor Harley said: “It will end this 
saga once and for all. The people of Dud¬ 
ley, Stourbridge and Halesowen deserve to 
be put out of their misery on leisure cen¬ 
tres. We have made a decision to build a 
new leisure centre to serve Dudley North 
and Dudley South, it will be near Dudley 
southern bypass, and carry out a backlog 
of repairs at Stourbridge and Halesowen.” 

Regeneration boss Ian Kettle said: “Over 
the last 12 months there has been a lot of 
discussion around the future of our leisure 
centres and it’s clear from what people 
have said there remains a huge demand for 
three leisure centres in the borough.” 



Fountain’s 150-year history celebrated

EXACTLY 150 years to the min¬ 
ute it was originally unveiled, a 
presentation ceremony was held to 
celebrate an iconic landmark. 

An illuminated scroll and 18-inch 
commemorative bronze disc were 
presented to the Mayor of Dudley 
by chairman of the Victorian So¬ 
ciety Birmingham and West Mid¬ 
lands Group Stephen Hartland. 

It was done at midday on Tues¬ 
day October 17 - the exact time 
and date the original fountain 
was unveiled 150 years ago to the 


town by the Earl of Dudley. Mayor 
of Dudley, Councillor Dave Tyler, 
said: “We were delighted to receive 
the award in 2016, and think that 
the idea to formally present it to 
the town 150 years to the day of 
the fountain’s initial unveiling is a 
wonderful one. 

“The Victorian Society does such 
an important job in promoting and 
preserving our shared architectural 
heritage across the country and it’s 
an honour to be chosen. I look for¬ 
ward to receiving the award, on be¬ 


half of the town and appreciate the 
recognition this represents for our 
work in restoring and revitalising 
our wonderful town centre.” 

It comes as the recently-restored 
Dudley Fountain was awarded the 
Victorian Society’s Birmingham 
and West Midlands Conservation 
Award in 2016 for the sensitive and 
skilled restoration of the fountain. 

The first unveiling saw thou¬ 
sands turn out with mounted sol¬ 
diers on horseback surrounding the 
fountain. 


NEWS IN BRIEF 

Parking bays for 
shops look likely 

PLANS for parking bays to be intro¬ 
duced in a congested retail area are 
moving one step closer. 

A total of 12 bays are proposed for 
Shell Corner, near Halesowen, in a bid 
to boost footfall for shops. 

Councillor Stuart Henley said that 
proposals will be distributed for con¬ 
sultation with ward members and 
the police within the next couple of 
months, followed by a full public con¬ 
sultation. 

The bays would form part of the 
proposed Traffic Regulation Order 
programme for 2017-18. They would 
be placed near shops in Malt Mill Lane 
and outside stores in Long Lane. 

Digital directory 
to help local trade 

A DIGITAL directory for businesses 
in Halesowen could be launched as 
part of ambitious plans to boost trade. 

The Halesowen Business Improve¬ 
ment District is drawing up plans to 
create a new network for traders. 

BID manager Barry Wheeler said: 
“You would be surprised how many 
people aren’t aware what is in the 
town. We are looking to establish a 
business network in the town so trad¬ 
ers can trade better.” 

The BID was launched earlier this 
year, after traders backed the move 
following a ballot and approval was 
given by council bosses. 

The BID has a five-year contract 
and business bosses are looking at 
long-term plans to improve the town. 

Anger as youth 
workers face axe 

SEVENTEEN support staff are facing 
the prospect of losing their jobs after 
Dudley Council entered discussions 
with them over a shake-up of youth 
services. 

Workers currently help provide sup¬ 
port classes for children and young 
people across the borough with a 
range of disabilities. 

Evening classes at Gornal Youth 
Club, Rockies in Gornal and The 
Source in Wordsley, which are at¬ 
tended by around 100 children, are 
among those affected. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin is 
against the move, saying: “Plans to 
bring in voluntary organisations to 
run local youth clubs in Dudley puts 
vulnerable young people as risk.”

Chiefs confirm 
wages boost

A Unison spokesman said: “The 
council should be commended for tak¬ 
ing this important step.”

Crime wave sparks a 
new row on funding 



Dramatic increases in crime has prompted more questions over the funding of police forces

A SURGE in crime across the Black 
Country and Staffordshire has sparked 
a row over police funding. 

Recorded offences rose dramatically by 14 
per cent in the West Midlands and West Mer¬ 
cia, and 13 per cent in Staffordshire. 

And concerns have been raised after significant 
rises in house burglaries, robberies, theft, and car 
crime were revealed of up to 42 per cent. 

West Midlands Labour Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner David Jamieson blamed government 
funding cuts, saying the loss of 2,000 officers was 
‘taking its toll’. 

He said: “The rise in crime in the West Midlands 
and across the country is a major concern. These 
figures are further evidence the Government needs 
to change course on police funding. 

“West Midlands Police has lost £145 million 
from central government since 2010. 

Toll 

“Despite being rated as outstandingly efficient 
by the independent inspectors the fact we have 
2,000 fewer officers fighting crime is starting to 
take its toll. 

“Despite the challenges faced, we are deter¬ 
mined to get on with the job of keeping people in 
the West Midlands safe.” 

Today he revealed plans to hike average tax bills 
by £5 to fund a pay rise worth two per cent for 
3,000 non-officer staff next year worth £lm - defy¬ 
ing the one per cent public pay cap. 

On the planned tax rise, Conservative Dudley 
South MP Mike Wood said: “There will be a lot 
of residents questioning why, when the commis¬ 
sioner is making claims of destitution, increases in 
tax are not being spent on getting more officers on 
the street and more people tackling crime to keep 
everyone safe.” 


In the West Midlands, house burglaries have 
risen by 33 per cent, robberies by 23 per cent, and 
overall violent crime by 13 per cent. 

While in Staffordshire, house burglaries have 
risen by 27 per cent, robberies by 25 per cent, and 
violence by 14 per cent. 

In West Mercia, house burglaries have risen by 
an astonishing 42 per cent. The figures were re¬ 
corded between June 2016 and June this year. 

West Midlands Deputy Chief Constable Lou¬ 


isa Rolfe said: “We understand people’s concerns 
around violent crime and the effect it can have on 
communities. 

“While it makes up a very small proportion of 
overall crime, we appreciate the disproportionate 
impact it has on people’s quality of life and feelings 
of safety. We are working tirelessly to understand 
the reasons why young people carry knives. We 
work closely with schools and parents to educate, 
as we continue to bring offenders to justice.” 


Shop given 
£2,500 bill 
overfailings 
on hygiene 

A SHOPKEEPER has been ordered 
to pay more than £2,500 by a court 
after inspectors discovered a series of 
health and hygiene failings. 

Environmental health officers from 
Dudley Council found ready-to-eat co¬ 
riander being stored directly below a 
hanging carcass of meat at Zayd Mini 
Market in St Johns Road, Kates Hill. 
The routine inspection at the prem¬ 
ises took place in September last year. 

Owner Zayd Younas, aged 22, 
pleaded guilty to seven offences under 
food hygiene and safety regulations at 
Wolverhampton Magistrates’ Court 
on October 5. They included failing 
to keep the food premises clean and 
in good repair and condition, refuse 
stores not kept in good order and fail¬ 
ing to fly-proof an external door. 

Younas also admitted to having 
no food hygiene training and failing 
to comply with two improvement no¬ 
tices requiring repairs to walls and a 
ceiling. 

The court was told that by having 
coriander stored directly below the 
meat it was exposed to an unaccept¬ 
able risk of contamination. 

Younas was fined £1,500 and or¬ 
dered to pay costs of £1,068, as well 
as a victim surcharge of £30. Health 
and wellbeing chief, Councillor Peter 
Miller cabinet member responsible for 
health and wellbeing, said: “The con¬ 
ditions found at this premises were 
most unsatisfactory, which led to the 
prosecution. 

“We much prefer to work with busi¬ 
nesses to secure compliance with the 
law, but we will not hesitate to take 
legal action against the minority of 
food businesses proprietors who fail 
to meet their legal responsibilities and 
put the health of the public at risk.” 

“I would urge consumers to check 
out hygiene ratings online.”

Asbestos is 
removed at 
building used 
by charities 

ASBESTOS is being removed from a 
building occupied by three charities 
in Stourbridge. 

Dudley Council is undertaking 
asbestos removal works from Mary 
Stevens Centre in Stourbridge. The 
authority is spending around £40,000 
on the work. 

The building is currently occupied 
by Mary Stevens Hospice, Beacon 
Centre for the Blind and Dudley 
MIND. 

Age Concern formerly occupied the 
majority of the ground floor, but they 
vacated the centre in September. 

The building, formerly known as 
the Mary Stevens Maternity Home, 
is located behind the current Mary 
Stevens Hospice building, which is 
currently undergoing a £3 million up¬ 
grade. 

The asbestos work was revealed in a 
council report that is seeking to grant 
new leases to the charities that would 
see them pay costs towards mainte¬ 
nance of the building. 

It was previously proposed that the 
rent would be charged at a market 
rate, but councillors on the committee 
have decided to charge a ‘peppercorn’ 
rent - meaning a very low or nomi¬ 
nal fee. A council report said: “It is 
proposed that leases are put in place 
with the occupants so that the rights 
and responsibilities of all parties are 
clarified.” 


Restaurant on way 

A TAKEAWAY will be turned into a 
restaurant in Dudley. The building 
in King Street will be converted and 
seven parking spaces added after a 
change of use application was ap¬ 
proved on October 13. 


£6m primary school to 
open doors next year 


A £6 MILLION new primary school 
for 400 pupils will be built on the 
former Coseley School site with 
plans to open next year. 

The former secondary controversially 
shut its doors this summer due to dwin¬ 
dling numbers with pupils shifted out to 
neighbouring schools. 

Now it has emerged that the empty 1960s 
building will be transformed into Coseley Tech¬ 
nology Primary. 

Council bosses say that the free primary 
school in Henne Drive will open to 60 reception 
and Year 1 pupils in September 2018, under 
proposals agreed by the DfE. 

The existing school buildings will be leased 
to the Shireland Collegiate Academy Trust for 
two years while building work begins on the 
site. 

Development 

The trust also took over Thorns Community 
College in Quarry Bank this year. It comes as 
plans for its first phase of development are 
going to Dudley Council’s cabinet this month. 

Councillor Anne Millward, cabinet member 
for children’s services, said: “This is an exciting 
new venture for Coseley, which will make the 
most of the existing school site, while providing 
a much-needed primary school for the area. 

“We have already established a strong, pro¬ 
ductive working relationship with the Shire- 
land’s team when they took over the running 
of Thorns Community College in 2017 and we 
look forward to working with them on this am¬ 
bitious new project.” 

Officials say they are ‘continuing discussions’ 
with a range of partners about the next phase 
of development of the site, which would provide 
new secondary school places as the number of 
secondary age students in the borough starts to 
increase. The new free school will be part of the 
Shireland Collegiate Academy Trust. 


Missing man’s phone switched on

The family of missing man Matthew Gill today 
said they had been given hope after activity from 
his mobile phone was detected. 

Almost three weeks after Matthew Gill, from 
Stourbridge, was last seen there have been no 
confirmed sightings. 

But police are now appealing for information 
after it has been discovered the 43-year-old’s mo¬ 
bile phone was switched on last Thursday, Octo¬ 
ber 19. 

The Samsung Galaxy S5 mini, complete with 
a Rocky Balboa phone cover, was switched on 
somewhere in the Stourton area of Staffordshire 
and was left on for several hours - though no calls 
were made or received. 

Cousin Louise Flanagan, 40, said: “I’m hop¬ 
ing that it’s him to be honest but it’s swings and 
roundabouts. I’ve just been having a conversation 
with my other half saying ‘is it him or has some¬ 
body found a phone’. I’m hoping it is Matt but at 
the moment there’s nothing too definite. We need 
to appeal to people. If anyone has the phone, can 
they please hand it in.” 

Police have asked anyone who has any informa¬ 
tion about the phone to contact them as a matter 
of urgency. 

Detective Sergeant Andy Padmore, from the 
force’s locate team, said: “Matthew has been 
missing nearly three weeks and we are really con¬ 
cerned as there has still been no contact with his 
family and friends and this is completely out of 
character for him. I need to speak to anyone with 
any information about his phone.” 

Matthew is described as white, 5ft lOins tall, of 
medium build and would have had short cropped 
hair when he went missing. It’s believed he was 
wearing a blue Superdry t-shirt as shown in the 
photograph of him.

HOW sad to see two businesses in 
Wolverhampton city centre close their 
doors because of the never-ending road¬ 
works around the Midland Metro tram¬ 
line. It has echoes of how, a couple of 
years ago, the E Marsh furniture store, 
one of the nicest shops in the city, moved 
out following a highly questionable pe- 
destrianisation scheme. 

If the tramlines are worn, I suppose the 
operators have no choice but to replace 
them. But it does pose more questions 
about the benefits of the tram system. 
At the moment, it is planned to extend 
the line from Wednesbury to Brierley Hill. 
Which, if I were unkind, I might feel in¬ 
clined to brand as Low Speed 2. 

Imagine the chaos and congestion that 
work is going to cause, as mile upon mile 
of the Black Country’s already creaking 
road network is dug up. All to create a 
transport system marginally quicker than 
a bus. 

Yes it will connect the Black Country to 
the rail network, and it is a tragic waste 
that the mothballed train line between 
Walsall and Stourbridge has been lying 
idle for half a century. 

But at the expense of sounding contro¬ 
versial, instead of linking the Black Coun¬ 
try to the rail network, why not make it 
part of it?

LONDON’S Fire Commissioner, Dany Cotton, 
says “negative stereotypes” are putting women 
off joining the fire service. She declares: “One 
single thing that would help bring more wom¬ 
en into the service? Stop saying firemen.” Ms 
Cotton believes the inclusive word “firefighter” 
would be more helpful. Reality check, please. 
The truth is that every media organisation has 
been dutifully using “firefighter” for the past 20 
years and yet female recruitment is still low. I 
suspect women are put off not by the wrong 
language but by the brigade’s own rules - the 
physical tests demanded of all recruits. Consid¬ 
er this typical casualty-evacuation test: “Can¬ 
didates in full PPE (personal protection equip¬ 
ment) will be required to drag a 55kg casualty 
walking backwards (guided by an assessor) 
around a 30-metre course.” How many young 
women could attempt that? The problem is not 
sexism but biology. And if all firefighters were 
suddenly rebranded “tirewomen,” young men 
would still queue up to join and women would 
still stay away in droves. 

“IT’S a long retirement.” Peter Fiennes, author 
of a new book on trees, explaining that oaks can 
live to be 1,000 but produce most acorns when 
aged 50-150. 

THE big news of the week was the revela¬ 
tion that Nigella Lawson can cook the perfect 
poached egg, having been tutored in the art by 
a French chef.

Thousands of us 
have seen Packham cheerfully addressing huge 
audiences, confidently taking questions and 


signing books while chatting with strangers. 
The fact that he would not wish his own condi¬ 
tion to be cured suggests that Packham’s form 
of Asperger’s is mild - and far milder than some 
of the troubled Asperger’s sufferers he met in 
this programme. The programme has been 
hailed by the critics as courageous, challeng¬ 
ing and stunning, but did it actually tell us much 
about Asperger’s? 

IS anyone else surprised that, while the 
weather forecasters queued up to explain why 
the sky had turned orange a few days ago, no- 
one warned us in advance that it was going to 
happen? Not so much forecasting as aftcasting. 

THE official report on the sinking of HMS 
Sheffield in the 1982 Falklands War, released 
this week, is a sorry tale of unpreparedness.

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'Squalid' bedsits owned 
by millionaire are shut 


A ‘squalid’ rundown proper¬ 
ty owned by a millionaire rogue 
landlord has been shut by police 
after complaints of anti-social 
behaviour and crime. 

Latif Rehman was ordered to pay 
more than £340,000 by the courts ear¬ 
lier this month after illegally convert¬ 
ing several houses in Dudley into bed¬ 
sits, ignoring council notices to undo 
the work. 

A judge said the 58-year-old, who earns 
£150,000 a year from rents, knew that he 
was breaching planning regulations. 

Now West Midlands Police has secured 
a closure order against one of Rehman’s 
premises in Wolverhampton Street, Dudley. 

Officers moved in following residents’ 
concerns about anti-social behaviour and 
crime involving tenants. 

Dudley Council began investigating Re¬ 
hman, of Harborne, Birmingham, in 2015 
after he converted four homes - including 
the address in Wolverhampton Road - into 
cramped bedsits without planning permis¬ 
sion. 

Enforcement notices were served on Re¬ 
hman in relation to two adjoining proper¬ 
ties in Cole Street, one in Northfield Road, 
Netherton, and a fourth - the house in Wol¬ 
verhampton Road, Wall Heath. But in each 
case he ignored the notice and continued to 
rent them out. 

Rehman pocketed a total of £278,000 
in tenants’ housing benefits from Dudley 
Council. The two Cole Street houses had 
each been turned into five flats and the 
other two both into six. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
that the council had ‘bent over backwards’ 
to allow him the time to comply with the 
enforcement notices, but instead Rehman 
used the time to obtain more rent. 

He was ordered to pay Dudley Council 
compensation of £278,028, fined a total of 
£40,000 and ordered to pay £25,898 pros¬ 
ecution costs.

Head of fundraising and lottery 
Charlotte Schofield said: “This pro¬ 
ject will allow us to be able to treat 
more people, we will be able to sup¬ 
port more families who are affected 
by these illnesses.” 

The day centre is being upgraded 
to feature a second storey, allowing 
the ground floor to hold all of the 
patient services.

JD sports is hit with 
£60,000 safety fine 


JD Sports Fashion PLC has been 
fined £60,000 after admitting fire 
safety breaches at a Black Coun¬ 
try store. 

The retailer pleaded guilty to six 
breaches related to its old premises in 
the Merry Hill Shopping Centre. 

An internal fire risk assessment had 
flagged up problems 18 months before the 
store was visited by West Midlands Fire 
Service inspectors, a court heard. 

Mr Mark Jackson, prosecuting, said fire 
inspection officers dropped in at the store 
as part of a routine pre-Christmas inspec¬ 
tion in December 2015, but found fire es¬ 
capes and exits blocked by items including 
crates and clothes rails. 

Immediately after the inspection the ob¬ 
structions were removed, Wolverhampton 
Magistrates Court heard. However, when 
inspectors returned two weeks later for an 
unannounced follow-up, they found ‘the 
very same protected route and emergency 
exit blocked’, Mr Jackson said. 

A fire risk assessment from May 2014 
had found an ‘escape corridor to the rear is 
congested with packaging waste’, the pros¬ 
ecutor said. 

“It was plain that the company had been 
on notice of the problem at least 18 months 
prior to the December 2015 inspections,” 
Mr Jackson said. 

Miss Eleanor Sanderson, defending, said 
the fire safety breaches ‘arose from diffi¬ 
culties in managing stock levels’, which 
had resulted in ‘an excess of materials’. Its 
other fire detection and prevention systems 
were all in full working order at the time. 

JD Sports has since moved to new prem¬ 
ises in Merry Hill which are 141 per cent 
bigger. Meanwhile improvements in stock 
ordering have also been made. District 
Judge Michael Wheeler fined the store 
£60,000 - £10,000 for each charge - and 
ordered it to pay court costs of £7,463.52.

Thousands flock 
to canal festival

THOUSANDS of people flocked to an annual canal festival 
to celebrate the town’s waterways at the weekend. 

The two-day event in Stourbridge saw almost 100 canal 
boats take part, with old steam engines also attending. 

Organisers declared the event ‘very successful’ and 
said spirits had not been dampened by the windy and wet 
weather. It was the 37th year the Stourbridge Navigation 
Trust held its Open Weekend at the Bonded Warehouse on 
Canal Street. 

Chris Dyche, trust financial director, said: “The event 
was very successful. Obviously the weather knocked us 
down a lot of Saturday, but Sunday was absolutely superb. 

“I would estimate around 5,000 to 8,000 people came 
throughout the weekend. We had nearly 100 boats along¬ 
side a steam roller, a steam train engine and a steam lorry. 

“It is run to promote the waterways and the building and 
to give something back to the local community each year.” 


Right to Buy 
homes are 
not being 
replaced 


COUNCILS in the Black Country are failing to 
replace homes sold through the Right to Buy 
scheme, new figures reveal. 

Over the past two years, only one in 10 properties 
were replaced by Dudley Council, which sold 389 
homes to council tenants and built 46 new ones. 

While Wolverhampton council sold 457 homes under 


the scheme - but according 
to official Government fig¬ 
ures only 30 were built as 
replacements, just 6.56 per 
cent. 

Sandwell fared better 
building 167 new homes 
and selling 344 under the 
scheme - a replacement rate 
of almost 50 per cent. 

Right to Buy gives ten¬ 
ants and some housing asso¬ 
ciations sizeable discounts if 
they want to buy the council 
home they are living in. 

The scheme has proved 
controversial in recent 
years, with many councils 
warning they did not have 
the money to replace homes 
like-for-like. 

Today’s figures were re¬ 
vealed by Black Country 
Liberal Democrats through 
a Freedom of Information 
Act request. Rob Quarmby,

spokesman for the Lib Dems 
in Wolverhampton, said it 
was disgraceful all sold off 
homes were not being re¬ 
placed. 

“Councils in the Black 
Country have some of the 
worst records in the country 
on this issue and that is ut¬ 
terly shameful,” he said. 

“The Government must 
reform Right to Buy by al¬ 
lowing local councils to sus¬ 
pend it if they want, and 
provide enough funding to 
ensure all homes that are 
sold are replaced.” 

However, the Local Gov¬ 
ernment Association said 
councils were being ham¬ 
pered by rules only allowing 
them to keep a third of all 
receipts from homes sold 
under Right to Buy.

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Rat droppings led to 
bosses being fined 

FORMER owners of a takeaway have been fined after rat 
droppings were found in a kitchen. 

New Pepitos in Dudley was visited by environmental 
health officers in December after anonymous complaints. 

Mohammed Khaliq and Mohammed Zamir, owners at 
the time, pleaded guilty to breaches of health and hygiene 
regulations when they appeared before Wolverhampton 
magistrates. 

The takeaway had inadequate pest control procedures, 
dirty surfaces and equipment, and no hot water for a hand¬ 
wash basin. 

Neither Khaliq or Zamir currently run the takeaway, 
which is now trading under a new name by new proprietors 
who are not connected to the case. The court heard after 
the discovery of rat droppings that officers immediately 
closed the premises using emergency powers. 

Khaliq and Zamir both pleaded guilty to nine offences 
under food hygiene and safety regulations at court on Oc¬ 
tober 5. 

The court heard Khaliq, 44, of Bunns Lane, Dudley and 
44-year-old Zamir, of Highfield Road, Dudley, were inex¬ 
perienced. They were ordered to pay nearly £1,000 each in 
fines, costs and charges.

That’s the case for Stourbridge centenarian Gerry Byrne. 
The former Midland Red bus conductor celebrated turning

An Irish citizen, he is set to receive the Cen¬ 
tenarian Bounty, a national award made by the Irish pres¬ 
ident to their nationals who have reached the age of 100.

A secondary school will look to build a perma¬ 
nent memorial for a former student who died 
in a horrific stabbing. 

Redhill in Stourbridge is planning to unveil 
the tribute to late student and double-murder 
victim Pierce Wilkinson when it is finished in 
July. 

The commemorative sculpture is in the 
planning stages but has gained the backing 
of the family, with Black Country artist Luke 
Perry offering to work with them on it. 

Around £600 has been raised from students 
at the school to build the sculpture, with pu¬ 
pils taking part in a fun run. Lydia Wilkinson, 


Pierce’s sister, is said to be involved in the 
planning process and fully behind the project. 

Head of PE at Redhill School, Mike Fields, 
said: “At the moment its looking likely that it 
should be sorted for July. 

“The students did a fun run where year 
seven, eight and nine ran a mile each, the 
money that was raised from that will total 
around £600. That’s going to go towards the 
sculpture with some benches around a place 
for the students to reflect. 

“Lydia was involved in the meeting, they 
Facetimed her and she will be involved in the 
process and the planning. She’s fully behind 


it, the family are fully behind it. They’re keen 
to have something as a permanent memorial 
for Pierce. 

“With the nature of what happened it’s nice 
to have something a little bit bigger.” 

Pierce, aged 13, was murdered by Aaron 
Barley, a homeless drifter who his family had 
tried to help. Barley also killed Pierce’s mother 
Tracey in the attack at the family home in 
Greyhound Lane, Norton, Stourbridge on 
March 30. 

Artist Luke Perry, who has offered to work 
with the school on the sculpture, is known for 
his metal-works around the Black Country.

Hero driver uses van 
to stop runaway bus

A HERO van man stopped a 
bus after its driver collapsed 
at the wheel - by using his 
own vehicle to block its path. 

Gary Welsh, aged 51, was first 
alerted to the unconscious driver when 
the bus clipped his van and then hit 
two others. 

He turned round and drove after the 
blue single decker, pulling up in front 
of it and putting on his handbrake. 

The ground worker then got out of 
his van with his team and pulled the 
bus driver out before paramedics ar¬ 
rived. He was resuscitated and taken 


to hospital, where he remains in a crit¬ 
ical condition. 

The drama took place on a 200- 
metre stretch of Darlaston Road in 
Wednesbury at 7.30am on Thursday. 

Mr Welsh said: “We were driving 
up the road and the bus driver clipped 
us and took the mirror off. His head 
was down. I honked the horn but he 
didn’t shift and we stopped and Kevin 
got out, thinking he would stop but he 
didn’t. 

“At first we thought he’d pinched 
the bus the way he was driving. We had 
to try and get him so I drove in front 
of him and put the handbrake on to

stop him and he crashed into the back 
of us.” Mr Welsh, from Bloxwich, was 
on the way to work for G&L Contracts 
and was in the van with his brother, 
Nigel Welsh, 49, and colleagues, Kevin 
Noble, 39, and David Danks, 50. 

He said: “We got out and saw he was 
slumped over the wheel and started to 
get him out. We managed to get him 
out and lay him on his side. But there 
was no response.” 

The driver had suffered a cardiac 
arrest while driving the empty bus. 
No-one was hurt. Bus firm, Thandi, 
of Abberley Street, in Smethwick, has 
been approached for a comment.

Brexit takes 
a back seat 
as focus on 
skills crisis 


BREXIT weariness is kicking in as Black 
Country bosses concentrate on the day-to- 
day problems of running their businesses. 

The launch of a new Black Country campaign to 
support manufacturing companies found many con¬ 
cerned with the continuing skills gap and the need 
to get young people into engineering rather than 


the political wrangling 
around Brexit. 

For most, the important 
issue was the impact of the 
weak pound, making im¬ 
ports more expensive but 
boosting the workload of 
those in the export supply 
chain. 

Karen Hughes, of Brierly 
Hill-based Harco Engineer¬ 
ing, said: “It’s gone manic. 
Our order book is probably 
better than it has been in 
the last two years. 

“Although most of our 
customers are in the UK, 
around 90 per cent of them 
export what they make. It 
went quiet after the Brexit 
vote, but a few months later 
it suddenly picked up and 
hasn’t stopped.” 

Adam Marshall, director 
general of the British Cham¬ 
bers of Commerce, said that

while bigger corporations 
were looking at their con¬ 
tingency plans, most smaller 
companies were getting on 
with the day-to-day job of 
running their businesses. 

“We are seeing Brexit 
weariness,” he said. “Com¬ 
panies are seeing it as a dis¬ 
traction and saying they will 
deal with the consequences 
when they have some clar¬ 
ity. They are getting on with 
running their businesses.” 

While Brexit took some¬ 
thing of a back seat, the need 
for clarity and a younger,

Weight-bearing exercise - even walking - is a good way to keep your bones healthy 


Look after your bones - 
no matter how old you are 



Make sure you get plenty of calcium 


HEALTHY bones underpin - quite 
literally - so much of our overall 
health and fitness, but it’s easy to 
take them for granted. 

Anyone can get osteoporosis - 
which causes weakened, fragile, frac¬ 
ture-prone bones - but women tend to 
be most affected, and the risk general¬ 
ly increases with age. 

According to the National Osteoporosis 
Society, one in two females and one in five 
men over 50 experience fractures, mostly 
due to low bone strength. 

So, what can we do to look after our bone 
health? While osteoporosis might seem like 
something you only need to worry about 
once you reach a certain age, it’s never too 
early to start looking after yourself - in fact, 
the earlier the better. Here’s the experts’ 
advice for looking after your bones, what¬ 
ever your age... 

WHEN YOU’RE VERY YOUNG 

Our bones stop growing after a certain 
point, so our childhood and teens - plus our 
20s, to a degree - play an important role 
when it comes to developing strong bones 
for life. 

Professor David Reid, consultant rheu¬ 
matologist and osteoporosis specialist at 25 
Harley Street (25harleystreet.co.uk), points

out that “more than 50 per cent of the risk” 
comes from genetics - but lifestyle meas¬ 
ures are certainly worthwhile, as they’ll 
help ensure you make the most of what na¬ 
ture’s given you. 

“The message is, ‘Look after your bones’,” 
states Reid, who says there are three key 
points here, starting with “weight-bearing 
exercise, to maximise your potential bone 
mass”. 

Unsure what weight-bearing exercise 
means? Not to be confused with weight¬ 
lifting, it’s basically any exercise where 
you’re working against gravity - so things 
like walking, dancing, jogging, rather than 
things like swimming and cycling, where 
you’ve got the water or a bike supporting 
your weight. 

Of course, calcium is also crucial for 
healthy bones, and Reid says fad diets - es¬ 
pecially those which advise cutting dairy 
products and fats - can be a concern in 
terms of teenage girls, who may be compro¬ 
mising their future bone health. 

IN YOUR 30S AND 40S 

“Losing bone density is a normal part of 
the ageing process, and it will begin to fall 
from the age of 30. Some people lose bone 
density much faster than others, and this 


can lead to osteoporosis,” says Damian Mc¬ 
Clelland, clinical director of Musculoskele¬ 
tal Services at Bupa (bupa.co.uk). 

“There are steps young women can take 
to guard against osteoporosis, such as main¬ 
taining a balanced, nutritious diet, which 
includes calcium-rich foods, such as cheese, 
sardines and leafy green vegetables like 
kale.” 

Reid explains that, while your body will 
have stopped building bone mass by this 
stage, “you can certainly do the best you can 
in terms of maintaining it”. Again, plenty 
of calcium and vitamin D are essential (Mc¬ 
Clelland suggests topping up your dietary 
levels with “egg yolks and fatty fish such as 
salmon”), along with regular exercise. 

IN YOUR 50S, 60S AND BEYOND 

“Women lose bone density rapidly in 
the first few years after the menopause,” 
says McClelland. “There are no symptoms 
in the early stages of bone loss, however, 
once someone’s bones have been weakened 
by osteoporosis, they may experience loss 
of height, a stooped posture, or back pain 
caused by a fractured or collapsed verte¬ 
bra.” 

Reid suggests women have a good chat 
with their GP about managing the meno¬ 
pause, and whether hormone replacement 
therapy might be an option for them. .

Comedy and drama is just 
what the doctor ordered 


T hey say that there are few 
decent roles for women over 
a certain age - although 
perhaps they wouldn’t if they saw 
Eileen Atkins’ CV. 

The veteran star, who is now 83, is 
as busy as ever. During the past 10 
years, she’s starred in Cranford, 
Marple, Poirot, Psychoville, Upstairs 
Downstairs (the revamped version 
of the 1970s hit she co-created with 
Jean Marsh), This Is Jinsy, The 
Crown and Carnage - and that’s 
just on the small screen. 

She also joined the cast of Doc 
Martin in 2011, playing the 
character’s formidable aunt, Ruth 
Ellingham. 

Atkins may be the oldest member 
of the cast, but nobody makes 
allowances for her age - not that 
she would want them to - as an 
anecdote about an early day of 
filming the current run reveals. 

“It was an awfully cold day and we 
were filming on the side of a cliff 
nearTintagel,” she recalls. “The day 
started well but by the end of the 
day it was raining and nasty. I 


remember doing the last scene and 
everyone shouting ‘do it in one 
take’. 

“That’s the perils of location 
filming. I always seem to get my 
heaviest scenes at the beginning 
when it’s very cold. I am one of the 
coldest people in the world anyway. 

“That day I was wearing three sets 
of thermals and heat patches on my 
back. Helen Felstead, the costume 
assistant, who looked after me, was 
fantastic. She’d have a big duvet 
coat and fur-lined boots ready for 
me to put on as soon as we broke 
from filming, and she gave me hot 
water bottles to hold. How she 
always found somewhere to boil a 
kettle to fill the hot water bottles, I 
don’t know.” 

This series has reunited her with 
her old Upstairs Downstairs 
colleague Art Malik, who made a 
guest appearance as the son of a 
man Ruth was once in love with. 

It was a touching storyline, but 
that’s what Doc Martin does so well 
- it marries comedy and drama 
beautifully. 


“I think Doc Martin is wonderful,” 
says Atkins. “It has comedy, 
scenery, wonderful performances, 
not just Martin, who is supreme as a 
comedy actor, but there are lots of 
other brilliant actors. 

And what I think is an absolute 
winner is every week you learn 
about a medical condition without 
seeing anything horrible.” 

Filming has proved to be a 
godsend for the actress, who lost 
her beloved husband Bill last year. 

“I had not wanted to work after my 
husband Bill Shepherd died. If I 
hadn’t promised already to do this I 
honestly think I would have just not 
bothered with anything any more. I 
kept thinking ‘I’ve said I’ll do it, so I 
have to go down there to Cornwall’. 

“It’s lifted my spirits to be here, so 
it’s not just the work, but I have been 
glad of it, it has helped me through 
a difficult time as well.” 

Here’s hoping it continues to do 
so.

Fiesta matures from cheeky 
chappie into a serious adult 



The exterior of the latest Fiesta has grown very modestly

A couple of miles into the test drive I realised the car 
was humming quietly along the main road - in fourth 
gear. 

If ever you needed a demonstration that the new 
Fiesta has matured into an even more serious player 
here it was, with two gears left to go. 

At a stroke the best selling car in the UK for the last 
eight years has turned from cheeky chappie (but loads 
of fun) into a car that feels bigger and softer and not 
quite so keen to have a laugh with you. 

That certainly applies to the likely biggest seller 
in the new range, the Zetec trim version with its 100 
horsepower engine and - crucially - new six-speed 
gearbox instead of the previous five. 

The Zetec - second up in a Fiesta pecking order 
stretching from 70 horsepower petrol £12,715 Style to 
120 horsepower diesel £21,225 Vignale - is an instant 
charmer. More so on the inside than out, you’d have 
to say. The exterior of the latest Fiesta has grown very 
modestly and is completely restyled, although you 
might never guess. 

That’s as fine compliment to the outgoing model 
as you could pay; don’t mess with a look that’s won 
thousands of sales. The result is a car with space to 
spare in the front - and a near perfect driving position - 
but just enough room in the rear for a couple of adults 
and a boot big enough for a family’s supermarket shop 
but less generous than some of the competition.

Inside is where the attention needed to be paid, with 
the old car’s dashboard looking increasingly like a 
relic from the past, littered with meanly sized displays 
and an excess of tiny buttons. All gone! Replaced 
in the modern minimalist fashion by a big iPad-like 
touchscreen that looks smart but doesn’t have a lot 
to say for itself without a satellite navigation map on 
display (sat nav is standard on some dearer cars, a 
£300 option on others). 

If the all-change interior is much needed step up, 
the engine choice is mostly as before, which is no bad 
thing if you enjoy the willing thrum of a three-cylinder 
petrol unit. Gone is the old and mildly asthmatic 1.25 
litre engine, with most new Fiestas using versions of 
the established 1.0 litre three-cylinder unit in differing 
outputs - 100/125/140 horsepower and with C02 
readings from as low as 97g/km. 

The old 1.5 litre diesel engine remains, in two power 
outputs (85/120 horsepower, from 82g/km), but will 
take less than one in ten sales. 

The new six-speed manual gearbox will feature in 
the bulk of new Fiestas, which will have five doors too. 
Ford is sticking with a three-door option in a market 
increasingly ditching this choice on the grounds 
that not enough buyers bother these days to make it 
worthwhile. 

The on-paper list price of most cars is an irrelevance 
these days and that’s absolutely the case with the 
Fiesta, where 85 per cent of private buyers will opt for 
a personal contract plan (PCP) that provides a Zetec- 
spec car from £116 a month over three years and with a 
£5,000 deposit. That’s an increase of £15 a month over 
the outgoing and a drive in the new one makes that 
look a sensible investment. 

Tweaks to the suspension and clearly a lot of work 
on soundproofing have changed the Fiesta into a car 
that quietly soaks up bad British road surfaces, only 
objecting a little to the biggest bumps, and turning into 
corners with most of the eagerness of old. 

Even with fourth gear standing in for sixth some of 
the time (blame that newfound quietness) the test drive 
showed 46mpg in a 100 horsepower version, which 
never felt underpowered. 

If a tiny bit of the puppy dog spirit has gone you have 
to reckon the payback in refined progress is going to 
be welcomed by the majority of owners. And there are 
quicker, firmer ones on the way soon, don’t forget.

The new XC60 replaces a model that found 
a special place in the heart of middle 
Englanders, who loved its solid feel, smart 
but no nonsense interior and the feel of 
... Swedishness in a market saturated by 
rivals with German bonnet badges. 

That Scandi vibe continues in the new 
XC60, with crisp lines outside and a cabin so 
conspicuously minimalist it only needs a log 
burner and sauna to complete the feel of a 
trendy Gothenburg bolt hole. 

Priced from £37,205, it joined the Volvo 
range as a slightly smaller sibling for the 
notably chunky XC90, already regarded as a 
thoroughly sensible choice against rivals like 
the Range Rover Sport and Audi Q7. 

This is where things get more complicated 
and might make some XC90 buyers wonder 
if they could save a bob or two and take this 
smaller newcomer, which starts at £11,450 
less than the least expensive XC60. 

The decision might come down to how 
many times you need to carry more than four 
passengers with you. Answer ‘lots’ and the 
answer is clear; only the big XC90 has a third 
row of seats, so no contest. 

They require that the XC90 is longer than its 
smaller companion by a modest 20cms, or 
lOins in old money. Both cars feel equally and 
notably wide on some British roads. But then 
consider that the smaller and five seat XC60 
actually has more legroom in the second row 
seats and the temptation to save some cash 
becomes more compelling. Yes, the larger 
car will take more luggage with the third row 
of seats folded down but you’d never call the 
XC90’s boot mean anyway. 

Then there are the looks. Yes, the newer

car has slightly different treatment at the front 
and across the back, with bolder looking 
treatments for the lights, and there are 
discreetly added contours along the side. 

Barring a bit of applied trim titivation, the 
dashboard of both cars is identical. Which 
means it’s businesslike and unobtrusively 
smart, with a big touchscreen in the 
middle dominating proceedings. Seats are 
clones too, making either car as adaptively 
comfortable as anything on the road today. 

Up front, you will find similar engine choices 
too, with most sales bound to go to diesels, 
with Volvo’s freshly minted all-electric future 
confined for the moment to an expensive 
(£57,950) Hybrid model. This combines a 
powerful petrol engine and modest battery 
which gives up to 28 miles of pure electric 
running and a tiny C02 rating of 49g/km, 
which your accountant will love. 

Most cars will use a 190 horsepower version 
of Volvo’s 2.0 litre diesel engine (55.4mpg 
official average and 133g/km) with a more 
powerful model (235hp, 51.4mpg, 144g/ 
km) as second biggest hitter. Power hungry 


owners will fancy the petrol T5 with its 
254hp (39.2mpg 164g/km) or perhaps the 
range topper T8 Twin Engine hybrid with its 
extraordinary and unrealistic 134g official 
potential and nine per BIK rating. Expect lots 
of owners of their own companies to have one 
of these on the books. 

All use an eight speed automatic gearbox 
and there is an air suspension alternative to 
conventional steel springing on some dearer 
versions. As ever with a Volvo the XC60 drips 


with safety kit, this time adding a system 
that will help you steer out of the path of an 
oncoming vehicle if you move dangerous out 
of your own lane. 

Every XC60 has all-wheel drive and all of 
them have enough under the bonnet to feel at 
least decently brisk, from baseline D4 and its 
8.4 seconds time to 62mph through to the 320 
horsepower T8 Twin Engine and its stirring 
5.3 seconds time helped with both petrol and 
electric power. Out on a varied test route with 


lots of town work and a famous Peak District 
pass road on the menu an entry level XC60 
in Momentum trim proved easily capable of 
holding its own in cut and thrust traffic, its 
steel springs only rarely complaining on an 
especially chopped about surface. A trip 
readout of 38mpg at journey’s end seemed 
about right, if some way from outstanding. 

Whichever XC60 you steer towards, you 
will enjoy a car generously equipped with 
ownership appeal.
